FIRST INDICIMENT JINMUFFICIENT,

The Whiskey Trunt Presentment in Boston
Was Not Unrelully Iirawn Up,

BosTtox, May 13.—Judge Nevlson has quashed
the AOrst indiciment found agalnst the do-
fendants In the Whiskey Trust enss. 1lls
opinion presents many sugeestions which will
be of value to the Incorpurntors of other trusts.
Among other things hio says:

*An indlotment framed undor this section
should contaln s distinet averment, in the
words of the statute or in equlvalont language,
that, by means of the ucts churged. the de-
fendant had monopollzed, or had consplrad
or combined to monopolize, trade asnpd
commerce among the several Ktates or
with  foralgn notions. It avers merely
that by menns of the acts alleged
thoy hnid monopolized the manufacturs and
snle of distilied hgil‘[tl. withuut njnun that
In o dolng they had monnpolles tmﬁonnd
commoree In distillod spicite among the soyv-
eral Btatos or with rur%izu natiuns, It is true
that tho Indictmont ehurges that the defend-
ants huve dono cortain things with Iutent to
monopoliee the traMe, and that they hove In-
ereased usuul pricos at whieh lll-lII’Iud apirits
wera mold in Massuchusetts, und have pre-
